ORDER  OF  CHE  SACRED  TREASURE.  ,  .  .  . 

Instituted  in  the  year  18^8.  This  order  is  of  ei^ht 
classes,  from  the  first  to  the  eight  class.  For  the 
first  class  only  is  given  a  substitute  decoration.  This 
order  will  be  granted  tc  both  men  and  women  whether  state 
officials  or  ordinary  citizens.  As  between  the  Order  of 
the  Rising  Sun,  the  Order  of  the  Precious  Crown,  and  the 
Order  of  the  Sacred  Treasure,  there  is  no  distinction  of 
rank,  save  their  classes,  but  where  their  classes  are  of 
the  same  rank.
